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INTRODUCTION 


Anton  Caesar  Cron  was  75  years  old  when  he  became  seriously  interested  in 
the  genealogy  of  his  family  and  conceived  this  project.  By  that  time  all 
members  of  the  generations  preceding  his  own  had  passed  on,  leaving  very  few 
records  to  consult.  Nevertheless,  he  collected  all  the  information  he  could 
obtain  from  living  relatives  and  did  additional  research  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  to  assemble  the  record  of  the  first  three  generations  of  the  family 
presented  herein. 


The  remainder  of  this  genealogy  is  the  work  of  many  people  -  -  the  scores  of 
living  relatives  who  have  so  cheerfully  supplied  the  facts  upon  which  it  is 
based.  My  part  has  been  to  assemble,  verify,  edit  and  get  the  final  product 
into  print.  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your  fine  cooperation,  without 
which  this  project  of  my  father's  could  never  have  been  completed. 


There  are  several  possible  approaches  to  writing  a  family  history.  The 
briefest  of  these  is  followed  by  the  author  of  Genesis:  "And  Enos  lived 
ninety  years  and  begat  Cainan.  And  Cainan  lived  seventy  years  and  begat 
Mahalaleel,  etc."  I  thought  it  would  be  appropriate  to  go  into  a  little 
more  detail  than  this,  and  accordingly  sent  questionnaires  to  all  of  the 
living  descendants  of  Anton  Casper  Cron  I  could  locate,  requesting  not  only 
vital  statistics,  but  also  such  biographical  data  as  they  might  wish  to 
suppiy.  The  response  to  these  questionnaires  was  most  gratifying.  Practically 
all  of  the  information  here  presented  on  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh 
generations  is  taken  from  these  questionnaires.  There  are  a  few  gaps  in  the 
information,  but  these  are  minor  and  certainly  not  serious  enough  to  warrant 
delaying  publication  any  longer.  Possibly,  these  gaps  can.  be  filled  in  by  a 
future  supplement  when  the  information  becomes  available. 


In  plan,  this  family  history  is  quite  simple.  Starting  with  Anton  Casper 
Cron  and  Johanna  Maria  Sperber  as  the  first  generation,  it  traces  out  all  of 
the  known  lineal  descendants,  by  generations,  down  to  the  seventh  generation, 
which  is  now  appearing  on  the  scene.  Lineal  descendants  are  given  an  "index 
number"  which  appears  before  the  name  of  each  in  the  genealogical  text.  The 
same  index  numbers  are  used  with  the  same  persons'  names  in  the  Genealogical 
Chart,  making  the  chart  a  convenient  index  to  the  text.  No  distinction  is 
made  between  natural  children  and  adoptive  children. 

Persons  entering  the  family  by  marriage  are  not  assigned  an  index  number, 
nor  is  any  attempt  made  to  trace  their  family  lines  beyond  their  own  parents. 

To  save  space  I  have  used  abbreviations  liberally.  Not  all  of  them  appear  in 
the  dictionary,  but  I  think  their  meaning  will  be  obvious.  I  have  also  been 
very  sparing  with  punctuation.  I  have  made  every  effort  to  achieve  accuracy, 
which  is  so  important  in  a  work  of  this  kind.  However,  when  one  is  dealing 
with  hundreds  of  dates,  names  and  places,  it  is  almost  inevitable  that  errors 
will  creep  in.  ^  I  would  therefore  appreciate  it  if  errors  are  called  to  my 
attention,  so  that  I  may  correct  them  in  a  future  supplement. 

A  family  history  becomes  in  some  degree  obsolete  almost  as  soon  as  it  is 
published.  The  inexorable  march  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  continues, 
and  soon  revisions  are  in  order.  If  enough  of  you  will  send  me  notices  of 
these  vital  events,  I  will  undertake  to  bring  out  a  supplement  to  this 
genealogy  about  5  years  hence. 
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The  compilation  of  this  little  genealogy  has  been  a  most  interesting  under¬ 
taking.  It  has  also  been  a  very  pleasureable  and  satisfying  adventure  in 
that  it  has  been  the  means  of  my  getting  to  know  so  many  of  you  personally 
and  by  correspondence.  I  hope  I  can  continue  to  keep  in  touch  with  you  in 
the  years  to  come.

THE  DESCENDANTS  OF  ANTON  CASPER  CRON 

and 

JOHANNA  MARIA  SPERBER 


FIRST  GENERATION 


1  ANTON  CASPER  CRON  b  23  September  1806  at  Elberfeld,  Duchy  of  Berg, 

Germany .  Son  of  Michael  Cron  and  Elisabeth  (Cron) .  Occ  upholsterer,  m 
Johanna  Maria  Sperber,  probably  at  Erfurt,  Prussia,  about  1828.  d  2  June 
1880  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.  Int  Union  Cem,  Milw. 

We  know  little  of  Anton  Cron  s  parents,  his  family  or  his  early  life.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  family  tradition,  the  Crons  were  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  and 
Anton  s  brother  Carl  was  a  priest.  Two  sisters,  Maria  and  Agnes,  were  nuns. 

^  third  sister  married  a  man  named  Wallert  who  operated  an  iron  foundry 
business  in  Erfurt.  From  about  1829  to  the  early  1840's  Anton  lived  in 
Erfurt,  and  his  three  children  were  born  there. 


About  1842  Anton  Cron  emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  his  wife  and  the 
two  youngest  children,  leaving  the  eldest  son,  Carl  with  his  uncle,  Carl  the 
priest,  to  be  educated  for  the  priesthood.  However,  the  boy  became  so  home¬ 
sick  for  his  parents  that  he  was  later  sent  to  New  York  in  the  care  of  another 
emigrant  family.  Shortly  after  young  Carl's  arrival  Anton  left  the  Catholic 
Church,  reportedly  over  a  disagreement  between  himself  and  his  parish  priest 
over  an  incident  of  the  voyage. 

The  exact  date  of  Anton's  arrival  in  the  United  States  has  not  been  established 
by  documentary  proof.  However,  his  presence  in  New  York  City  on  March  11, 

1844  is  confirmed  by  his  initiation  into  the  Masons  on  that  date.  Doggett’s 
New  York  Directory  published  July  11,  1844  lists  "Cron,  Anton,  upholsterer 
res  39  Rivington,"  and  he  is  also  listed  in  the  directories  for  the  years 
1845-46,  1846-47,  1847-48,  and  1848-49.  He  does  not  appear  in  the  directories 
for  the  years  1839  to  1843,  although  this  would  not  necessarily .prove  that  he 
was  not  in  the  City  during  those  years.  It  is  probable  that  he  arrived  from 
Germany  in  1842  or  1843. 

In  1846  Anton  Cron  purchased  1.60  acres  of  Government  land  in  Wisconsin 
Territory,  paying  the  statutory  price  of  $1.25  per  acre.  This  land  was  in 
Addison  Township,  Washington  County,  about  7  miles  west  of  West  Bend,  the 
county  seat.  Here  he  moved  his  family  in  1849,  but  did  little  farming.  He 
opened  a  small  general  store  and  continued  to  do  upholstering  on  the  side. 

In  July  1852  he  was  appointed  as  the  first  postmaster  of  Aurora,  Wisconsin, 
probably  one  of  the  few  post  offices  to  be  named  after  a  Masonic  lodge. 

In  1854  or  1855  Anton  moved  to  Milwaukee  where  he  set  up  as  an  upholsterer 
and  where  he  was  later  employed  for  20  years  or  more  as  upholstery  foreman 
in  the  A.  0.  Seaman  &  Co.  factory. 

Apparently,  Anton  divided  the  Addison  farm  among  his  children,  for  in  1858 
there  is  a  record  that  his  son  Frederick  Wilhelm  sold  one  quarter  of  it  to 
his  sister  Maria  for  $400. 
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From  the  date  of  his  initiation  into  Trinity  Lodge  No.  12,  F.  and  A.  M. , 

New  York  City,  on  March  11,  1844,  Anton  Casper  Cron  was  a  dedicated  and  active 
Mason.  He  served  as  Secretary  of  Trinity  Lodge  in  1845,  Senior  Warden  in 
1846  and  1847,  and  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1848.  He  founded  Aurora  Lodge  No. 
30,  Milwaukee,  in  1850  and  became  its  first  Worshipful  Master,  walking  to 
meetings  twice  a  month,  taking  2  days  for  the  round  trip,  (33  miles  each  way). 
He  was  Senior  Deacon  of  Aurora  Lodge  1857  to  1862,  and  Honorary  Member  from 
1873  until  his  death.  Both  Trinity  and  Aurora  were  German- speaking  lodges 
in  Anton  Casper's  day,  and  Aurora  still  is  --  reputedly  the  only  one  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  United  States.

Carl  Cron  operated  the  family  farm  at  Addison  for  a  few  years.  Shortly  after 
his  marriage  to  Maria  Joeckel,  his  father-in-law,  Ludwig  Joeckel,  then 
treasurer  of  Washington  County,  made  him  his  clerk.  He  served  as  justice  of 
the  peace  in  1859.  Legal  papers  on  record  in  West  Bend  show  that  Carl  Cron 
(he  called  himself  1  Charles")  wrote  a  firm  legible  hand.  He  was  elected 
sheriff  of  Washington  County,  probably  in  1860,  and  died  in  office  in  1862. 
Carl  Cron  was  a  member  of  his  father's  masonic  lodge,  Aurora  30  of  Milwaukee.

Her  husband's  sudden  death  from  "apoplexy"  left  Maria  Cron  in  straitened 
circumstances  with  five  children  to  support.  In  1873  she  moved  to  Milwaukee, 
where  the  1873-74  edition  of  the  Milwaukee  Directory  lists  her  as  "Cron, 
Maria,  widow,  res  rear  558  14th  St."  In  1879  she  acquired  a  small  grocery 
store  at  1701  Cherry  St.,  living  in  an  apartment  over  the  store  until  her 
death  in  1899.

Little  is  known  about  Frederick  Wilhelm.  The  Milwaukee  Directories  for  the 
years  1858  to  1879  list  him  as  an  upholsterer  living  at  10th  Street  between 
Galena  and  Walnut.  His  other  occupations  were  listed  in  later  years,  the 
last  listing  being  as  "flagman,"  in  1901.  In  his  youth  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Turnverein,  or  Turner's  Society  of  Milwaukee.  He  died  in  Westfield, 
Mass,  of  pneumonia,  but  why  he  left  Milwaukee  and  moved  to  Westfield  is  a 
mystery. 

BARBARA  MOTZER  (CRON)  b  25  August  1842  in  Germany.  Given  names  of  parents 
unknown.  Wife  of  Frederick  Wilhelm  Cron.  Occ  housewife.  d  1  December 
1901  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.  Int  Union  Cem,  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

As  far  as  is  known  Frederick  and  Barbara  Cron  had  no  children.  The  birth 
records  of  Milwaukee  County  which  go  back  to  1830,  show  no  births  to  this 
couple,  and  there  are  no  family  traditions  or  recollections  to  indicate 
that  their  marriage  was  fruitful.

From  1868  to  1872  the  Milwaukee  Directory  lists  Mauer 
as  an  "engineer,"  residence  690  9th  St.  From  1883  to  1885  he  was  listed  as

Fred  was  only  8  years  old  when  his  father  died.  From  1869  to  1874  he  lived 
with  his  grandfather  in  Milwaukee,  and  worked  for  $7.50  per  week  as  an  up¬ 
holsterer  in  the  shop  of  A.D.  Seaman  and  Co.,  where  Anton  Casper  Cron  was  a 
foreman.  In  1874  he  obtained  a  job  as  carpet  layer  with  J.  Goldsmith  at 

$12.00  per  week,  and  he  remained  with  that  firm  until  1882  when  he  was  earn¬ 
ing  $17.50  per  week. 

In  1882  tjm  Jamilv  moved  to  Manistee.  Mich. .  then  a  booming  lumber  town, 
where  Fred  opened  a  small  upholstery  shop.  The  family  lived  in  the  basement 
of  the  shop.  Within  a  year  Fred  was  joined  by  his  brother  Christian,  and 
they  were  partners  for  many  years  thereafter.  Due  to  inexperience,  their 
usiness  failed  in  1884,  but  with  hard  work  and  financial  assistance  from 
friends  they  built  it  back  into  a  successful  business,  eventually  branching 
out  into  furniture  and  undertaking.  The  brothers  dissolved  partnership  in 
the  early  1890  s,  Chris  going  to  Wisconsin,  while  Fred  remained  in  Manistee 
In  the  1930  s  Fred  retired  to  Florida  where  he  dabbled  in  real  estate  until 


Frederick  William  Cron  II  was  a  hard-working  and  thrifty  man,  a  stern  father 
and  an  inflexible  task  master.  His  children  had  no  time  for  juvenile 
elinquency.  Poorly  educated  because  of  his  father's  untimely  death  he 
nevertheless  managed  to  build  a  prosperous  small  business,  and  through  great 
sacrifice  gave  his  children  some  of  the  advantages  he  had  missed  as  a  child. 

F^-?r°n  W3S  an.ardent  Freemason  from  his  election  to  Aurora  Lodge  No.  30 
o  Milwaukee  until  his  death.  He  retained  membership  in  Aurora  until  1891 
when  he  demitted  to  Manistee  Lodge  No.  228.  He  rose  to  the  32nd  Degree  in 
that  Lodge  and  retained  membership  there  until  his  death.

Manistee . 


Uncle  Chris"  was  a  famous  fisherman  and  a  formidable  opponent  at  pinochle. 
He  belonged  to  the  Maccabees  and  the  Royal  Neighbors  of  America.

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APPENDIX  I 


THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  CRON 


Until  fairly  recently  I  firmly  believed  that  the  surname  CRON  was 
exclusively  of  German  origin  and  was  derived  from  the  German  "krone," 
meaning  "crown"  in  English,  both  of  which  derive  from  the  Latin  "corona." 
My  first  doubts  of  the  German  origin  came  in  1960  when  I  was  searching 
the  passenger  lists  of  vessels  arriving  in  New  York  harbor  for  evidence 
of  Anton  Casper  Cron's  arrival  in  the  United  States.  I  failed  to  find 
Casper,  but  did  run  across  Thomas  Cron  who  came  from  Ireland  in  1824,  and 
James  Cron  who  came  from  Great  Britain  in  1836.  These  were  followed' in 
1842  by  William,  an  English  farmer,  and  his  wife,  Anne. 

According  to  Black's  THE  SURNAMES  OF  SCOTLAND  the  Scottish  name  CRON  is 
derived  from  the  Irish  "cron,"  meaning  "saffron-colored,"  probably 
y  referring  to  a  blond  person.  A  diminutive  of  the  name  is 
CRONAN,  at  least  thirty  saints  of  this  name  being  of  record." 

The  Irish  surnames  O'CRONIN,  CRONIN,  and  CRONEEN,  are  also  derived  from 
the  Gaelic  root-word  cron.1  CRONIN  is  one  of  the  most  common  surnames 
of  Ireland,  the  family  being  particularly  numerous  in  County  Limerick  and 
County  Cork. 

There  are  several  possible  German  derivations  for  the  name  CRON,  other 
than  the  obvious  one  of  "krone."  Dr.  Ernst  Muthmann,  a  geneologist  of 
Wuppertal-Elberfeld ,  believes  that  CRON  is  most  likely  a  corruption  of 
CRONIMUS,  which  in  turn  is  derived  from  the  Christian  name  HIERONYMUS. 

Many  other  common  German  surnames  have  been  derived  in  this  manner  from 
Greek  and  Latin  Christian  names  which  were  common  in  Europe  during  the 
Middle  Ages.  Examples:  Dionysius  =  Niss;  Constantius  -  Kost;  Nikolaus  = 
Loos;  Markus  =  Marx;  Aloysius  =  Lois;  Agidius  =  Gill,  Cyriacus  =  Zier,  etc 

Other  authorities  on  German  surnames  trace  the  name  CRON  to  the  German 
word  kranich,'  meaning  "crane"  in  English.  The  abbreviation  for  kranich 
is  kron.  In  Medieval  times  houses,  both  in  the  city  and  the  country,  were 
identified  by  a  stone  marker  in  front  of  the  house  on  which  was  a  picture 
or  figure  of  an  animal,  bird,  flower  or  other  object.  Inns  and  taverns 
are  still  identified  in  this  manner  in  parts  of  Europe;  e.g.  White  Swan 
Tavern,  Boar ' s  Head  Inn,  etc.  The  ancestor  may  have  been  the  owner  of  a 
place  with  the  housename  Kranich,  or  someone  in  his  employ.  Another 
possibility  is  that  the  ancestor  may  have  been  a  person  associated  with 
cranes,  such  as  keeper  or  hunter. 

The  coats  of  arms  of  a  number  of  German  families  of  the  name  CRON  or  its 
variations  KRAHN,  KROHN,  CROHN  show  a  crane  on  the  shield,  usually  holding 
a  stone  or  "stein"  in  one  claw.  This  presents  another  possible  derivation 
for  the  name,  in  that  the  ancestor  may  have  been  a  member  or  a  retainer  of 
such  a  family. 

Near  Elberfeld,  Anton  Casper  Cron's  birthplace,  is  the  town  of  Cronenberg, 
which  with  Elberfeld  has  been  absorbed  into  the  modern  city  of  Wuppertal.' 
Cronenberg,  a  town  dating  from  the  Eleventh  Century,  was  originally  a 
settlement  on  the  high  plain  of  "Cronberga,"  or  "Krahenberg , "  meaning 
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"Crow's  Hill."  This  suggests  that  "krahe,"  or  "crow"  may  be  a  possible 
root  for  the  name  CRON,  but  Dr.  Muthmann  does  not  think  that  this  is  very 
probable. 

Still  another  possible  derivation  for  the  name,  although  a  remote  one,  is 
the  word  "kran,"  meaning  crane-hoist. 

It  is  pretty  well  established  that  Anton  Casper  Cron  pronounced  his  name 
"Crone,"  which  might  tend  to  support  the  derivation  from  "krone."  However, 
there  is  no  way  of  proving  which  of  the  possible  derivations  is  correct 
until  a  positive  connection  can  be  established  between  Anton  Casper  Cron 
and  one  of  the  fairly  numerous  present  German  Cron  families.  This  may 
prove  to  be  difficult  since  the  civil  records  office  of  Elberfeld  received 
a  direct  hit  from  an  incendiary  bomb  in  June  1943  and  most  of  the  records 
were  destroyed.  The  church  records  have  however  survived  and  it  is 
possible  that  a  connection  may  be  established  through  them. 

The  name  is  fairly  widespread  in  Germany.  It  occurred  370  times  in  Berlin 
before  the  war  and  36  times  in  Vienna,  as  well  as  in  Magdeburg,  Kreuznach- 
Nahe,  Bonn,  Bremen,  and  other  places. 

The  family  name  CRON  occurs  very  early  among  the  Palatinate  German 
emigrants  to  Pennsylvania.  Martin  Cron  is  recorded  as  departing  from 
Rotterdam  26  September,  1737  in  the  Ship  St.  Andrew  with  450  citizens  of 
the  Palatinate.  Johannes  Cron  departed  19  September  1738  with  350 
Palatinates  and  Heinrich  Cron  7  September  1748.  The  numerous  Crons  of 
Sumner  County,  Tennessee  may  possibly  trace  back  to  these  early  emigrants. 

The  name  Cron  is  rather  rare  in  the  United  States.  Once  while  waiting  for 
an  airplane  I  spent  a  couple  of  hours  looking  through  the  telephone 
directories  of  the  54  largest  American  cities,  and  found  only  103  Crons 
listed,  6  of  whom  were  know  relatives.  By  comparison,  there  were  337 
Crones,  178  Krones,  186  Krons,  1717  Cronins  and  119  Cronans.  In  addition, 
there  were  numerous  names  in  which  Cron  appears,  such  as  Cronblad,  Cronberg, 
Cronquist,  Cronhelm,  Cronbach,  Cronauer,  Cronau,  Cronstrom,  Cronander, 
Cronholm,  Cronmiller  and  Cronheim,  along  with  names  such  as  Cronic, 

Chronic,  Cronican,  Kranich,  and  Cranach,  which  appear  to  derive  from  the 
German  "Kranich."

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APPENDIX  II 


COUSINSHIP 


In  answer  to  a  number  of  inquiries  from  members  of  the  family  I  looked  up 
the  rules  for  determining  degrees  of  cousinship.  Perhaps  they  can  best  be 
explained  by  an  actual  case  from  the  Cron  family. 


The  two  branches  of  the  family  listed  below  descend  in  father  -  son  - 
grandson  -  greatgrandson  relationship  from  two  brothers: 


Frederick  William  Cron  II 
Anton  C.  Cron 
Frederick  William  Cron  III 
Frederick  T.  Cron 
Thomas  William  Cron

Anton  and  Louis  II  the  children  of  Frederick  William  II  and  Louis,  are  of 
the  first  generation  in  their  father's  line  of  descent.  They  are  there¬ 
fore  first  cousins,  or  cousins  of  the  first  generation.  Similarly, 
Frederick  William  III  and  Charles  J.  are  second  cousins,  or  cousins  of  the 
second  generation,  and  Frederick  T.  and  Richard  Louis  are  third  cousins 
or  cousins  of  the  third  generation,  and  so  on. 

Now  what  is  the  relationship  between  Anton  and  Charles  J.?  According  to 
the  laws  of  consanguinity  they  are  first  cousins  once  removed  that  is 
to  say,  they  are  first  cousins  separated  or  removed  by  one  generation. 
Similarly,  Anton  and  Richard  Louis  are  first  cousins  twice  removed,  or 
separated  by  two  generations.  Thomas  William  and  Louis  II  are  first 
cousins  thrice  removed.  Referring  again  to  the  two  branches  above, 
Frederick  William  III  and  Richard  Louis  are  second  cousins  once  removed, 
or  separated  by  one  generation.  Charles  J.  and  Thomas  William  are  second 
cousins  twice  removed,  or  separated  by  two  generations,  and  so  on.  Of 
course,  all  of  the  above  relationships  are  the  same  for  women  as  for  men. 

To  establish  a  cousin  relationship  between  two  individuals,  it  is  first 
necessary  to  trace  a  direct  line  of  descent  from  two  persons  having  common 
parents,  i.e.  brothers,  sisters.  By  writing  the  generations  in  parallel 
columns,  as  above,  the  relationship  can  then  be  easily  established.
